J Evidence in Bribery Cases. | 

I _ Circuit Judge R. L. Stout, who de- 
livered a charge to the grand jury a 
few days ago, in Frankfort, urging 
that the rumors of bribery during the 
recent session of the General Assem - 1 
bly be investigated, has received a 
number of letters from Democrats and 
Republicans throughout the State con- 
gratulating him on the stand he has 
taken, and supplying him with a num- 
ber of names of persons who will be 
likely to give the grand jury much 
valuable informatoin. 

It became known Wednesday that 
Judge Stout received a letter from a 
prominent physician in Louisville that 
will throw some light on the defeat of 
the County Unit bill. Judge Stout 
gave rte members of the grand jury 
rigid instructions to keep secret all of 
their proceedings so that it wiil be 
difficult to get information during the 
investigation, but it is likely that be- 
fore the session of the grand jury is 
brought to a close indictments which 
wiil surprise the people of the State 
will bo found.

The vote in the' New York Legisla- i 
ture of Senator Owen Cassidy, of . 
Schuyler, Republican, late Wednesday, ] 
caused a tie vote of 25 to 25, and de- ' 
feated for the time, at least, the two. 
Agnew-Hart bills, embodying the 
recommendation of Gov. Hughes, that 
iegal protection he abolished, which, 
since 1895 has protected public gambl- 
ing at race-tracks, whereas it was a 
felony elsewhere in the State. .

Vetoed for Special Purpose. 

I For several years the sentiment in 
I the Slate has been demanding that the 
I number of jurors which a defendant in 
I a criminal case may excuse should be 
I reduced from fifteen to ten or some 
other number below fifteen. This sen- 
, timent was given expression in a very 
strong paper read by Col. John R. 
Alien, of Lexington, before the State 
Bar Association at its session at Win- 
chester in 1906. 

The Legislature that has just ad- 
journed passed such a bill reduenig 
these challenges from fifteen to ten, 
but when the bill, reached Governor 
Willson he killed it by veto. The same 
Legislature passed a bill providing that 
when a witness has once testified and 
his testimony has been preserved and 
the witness has died, the testimony 
given by him before he died may be 
read on a subsequent trial of the case. 

These both seem to be good meas- 
ures, but were both vetoed by Gov. 
Willson and in his veto he suggests 
that they were passed for a special 
purpose. 

A great many people believe that he 
vetoed them for a special purpose, and 
that if Caleb Power was not again to 
be tried Gov. Willson would not have 
found these bills objectionable.

An investigation has been made by | 
Herbert Knox Smith, Commis.sioner 
of Corporations in the Federal Depart- i 
ment of Commerce and Labor, of the \ 
bills whch have been introduced in 
Congress "aimed at the prevention 
of dealing in farm products for future 
delivery, and he has decided 'unofficial- 
ly that these “features” are neither ”1® 
prenicious nor harmful to the com- 
munity. As a matter of fact evrey 
merchant in the country is dealing in 
futures ail the time. Frequently the 
government makes contracts for sup- 
plies with merchants who have not the 
goods on hand and who must arrange 
to get possession of them before they 
can deliver them. The principle is ex- 
actly the|same as obtains in the cotton 
and grain exchanges of New York 9^ ’ 
and Chicago. The operator at Chi- 
cago, for example, agrees| to deliver a 
certain quantity of grain within a 
specified time. He has no grain in his 
possession. It is growing. When the 
time arrives for delivery he must . ^ 
observe his^ agreement, and he ex- 
change sees to it that delivery is 
made. Future needs for consumption 
are thus provided for without glutting 
the market after harvest. The 
agrarian party of Germany believed 
the effect of prohibition of futures ^ 
would be to make prices for grain — 
more stable. It has had a dircetly 
contrary effect. In some of our [own 
Southern States the “anti-future” ^ 
laws have stODped|the.dissemination of ^ 
quotations. The farmer consqeuently * 
is unable to obtain any information, ^ 
and large operators who get quotations 
through their, agents cotton or wheat ^ 
at prices lower than those ruling on 
the exchange. ^
